continued Dr. Huntington. In 
terms of Eastern ethics, the goal 
is to discover who you are; you 
can set your own standards. 

In conclusion, Dr. Huntington 

compared the East’s emphasis on 
the “eternal now’ with the West’s 
feeling that the present is only a 
prelude to the realization of-a 
more important future. 
‘ Dr. Huntington is one of the 
few educators in the United States 
who fluently reads and _ writes 
Sanskrit. He has recently returned 
from an extensive tour of the 
Orient.
